ASSASSINATION 
OF 


OARFIKLD. 


Tbe country was thrown into a state ol 


wild excitement this morning by tho an 
nonncement that an attempt had beeu 
made to take tho life of the President of 
theUnited States. This country was shaken 
to its very foundation by the awful trag- 
edy of 18C5, and the terrible news oC this 
morning came with double force, and

assassination night, when not only this 
country, but the entire world, was para 
lyswd by grief over tho death of Lincoln; 
and wheu the news of tho attempted 
assassination of President Qurfield came,

As full particulars of tlu.i hellish deed 


oa could bo obtainable at the hour of go- 
ing to press, will bo jjpnud iu our tele- 
graphic columus. It appears tUe President 
was about to start for New York, and was 
at the depot of tho Baltimore and Ohio 
road, when tho assassin tired his pistol, 
at the sumo time exclaiming, "Now wo 
will have Arthur for President." The 
first ahot took effect iu tho right arm, 
and immediately the assassin flrc-d again 
the ball entering tho aide of tlie Presi- 
dent and the \ictim falling to the Uoor 
unable to speak. 
He was immediately 


taken to the White House and placed 
under tho best surgical treatment iu 
Washington, but Dr. Lincoln authorizes 
the publication ot tho statement that the 
President can not live but n few hours. 


I The assassin was immediately arrested 


and gave his name as Alonzo Guiteau, 
an attorney of Chicago. 


Again will tho nation bo plunged in 


grief because of tho assassination ot its 
Chief Executive. It is a terrible state of 
affairs when the President ot the freest 
and boat government in the world can 
not go about his daily business without 
'• 


being the victim of assassination. There 
are socialistic fanitica among ns and thero 
aro political fanatics, aud by the latter 
has the President of tho United States 
boou assassinated. TUat such a state of af- 
fai«a should exist in froo America, where 
tho poor and downtrodden-of every conn-
